Discontinuance 
of Voice of 
America' Asked 


Washington, May 28 —(/P)— Dis- 
continuance of the "Voice of Amer- 
ica," or at least "a breather" in 
its world broadcasts, was proposed 
today by Rep. Chenoweth (R-Colo). 


Chenovyeth made this suggestion 
as four investigating groups —one 
ordered by President Truman — 
began digging into 
the 
rumpus 
over broadcasts which 
congress- 
men say have slandered the Unit- 
ed States. The first to begin hear- 
ings is a House expenditures sub- 
committee headed by Chenoweth. 


George V. Allen, assistant secre- 
tary of state, had just testified to 
the committee that 
the 
present 
broadcasts are "inadequate" and 
that tighter supervision is neces- 
sary. 


General direction of the 
short 
wave "Voice of America" broad- 
casts to foreign nations is under the 
State 
Department 
to the Corn- 
grams which stirred up Congress 
were prepared and handled by the 
National 
Broadcasting 
Company 


under a contract with the depart- 
mt.vt. 


Chenoweth told Allen: 
"Nothing can be worse than what 
is going on now. Some members of 
Congress suspect this program has 
been very harmful to this country. 
Certainly we should not continue 
a program like this." 


If tne 
program 
is continued, 
Chenoweth said, it might be better 
to transfer its supervision Irom the 
State Departmen t to 
the Com- 
merce Department. 


Allen said that "to 
discontinue 
the Voice of America would 
be 
tragic." He said short wave radio 
is tne only means of penetrating 
' jhind the iron curtain. 


Even now, Allen said, the States 
iron curtain "Irom 
people who hope 
the 
spirit 
of 
America will some day uft 
the 
iron curtain.''' 


He told the committee that such 
programs as that ridiculing certain 
states in America, in his opinion 
"will not happen again." 


President Truman told a 
news 
conference yesterday that he has 
ordered an investigation of 
these 
broadcasts to determine who was 
at fault.

"As a party of patroiotic and

Foster said, adding: 


"That is another reason why. we 


would not register. And finally we 
would not register because we will 
never expose our members to per- 
secution, ostracism and blacklist- 
ng in employment."

Both had a rough time of it. Sen- 


ator Ferguson (R-Mich) suggested

Started Atom 
Bomb Work 


Washington, May 28 —(UP) — 
Charles A. Lindbergh was revealed 
today as the man who startled the 
Roosevelt administration into 
the 
all-put search for the atomic bomb. 
Lindbergh knew noghing of ato- 
mic fission. But his reports of Ger- 
man air power and military effi- 
ciency caused FDR to set up the 
organization which made 
atomic 
energy a high priority project, 
Robert E. Sherwood, New Deal 
author, tells the story in the cur- 
rent installment of "The Secret 
Papers of Harry L. Hopkins" in 
Collier's. 


Lindbergh became an

public figure 21 years and one week , „ ,. 
ago today when he flew the Atlantic 8~ 
ocean from New York to Le Bour- 
get Field, Paris.

There's no 
chimney corner left for grandma, 
'cause the fireplace is only colored 
glass 
now. 
And it's cheaper 
to 
hire a baby-sitter by the hour than 
keep pore widowed Aunt Agatha 
around the homestead. 


If there's no place for the 
old 


folks at home, how about industry? 
Nope, thc workman approaches the 
age of 40 with a feeling of personal 
guilt. He lives in fear some straw 
boss will hand him the pink dis- 
missal slip and invite him to try 
his nose for 
size 
on 
somebody 
else's grindstone. 


This is the dismal picture many 
sociologists paint of the 
forlorn

The feeding value of hay largely 
depends on the stage of maturity 
at which grasses are cut, advises 
Oliver L. Aclarns. county agent 


Grasses should usually be ' cut 


when heads first appear, states the 
agent. Hay cut at this stage has 
more protein content. It may have 
an extra amount equivalent to that 
obtained in 100 to 150 pounds of cot- 
ton-seed meal. 


After grasses reach full growth, 


protein content decreases rapidly. 
At the same time there is an in- 
crease in the percentage of riber. 
Both of these changes may de- 
crease the feeding value of hay as 
much as $6 to 88 per ton. 


Another advantage of early cut 


hay is the retention of more leaves. 
Too, 
if it is properly cured, vita- 


min A content is higher.
